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BASIS FOR REJECTIONS 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 


REJECTION OF CLAIMS OVER PRIOR ART 

Claims 1-13, 15-17, 22-33 and 35-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Koski (3,820,375). See Figure 1 where the pipe flaring tool has a multi-jawed 
chuck 42, 43, jaw closing means 89 and flaring tool 102. The first and second pistons 95 and 
86, respectively, move the flaring tool and the chuck clamp 89, 92. 


Claims 1, 2, 16-19, 22-25 and 34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Franck (2,774,408). See Figures 1 and 5 where the multi-jawed chuck 52, 52a has a closing 
means 60, 61 and a flaring means 20 for flaring the pipe 70. The chuck is shown to have tapered 
exterior surfaces. The tool holder is shown at 25, 30. A recess or opening the housing facilitates 
movement of the tool holder 25, 30 into and out of the housing 13, 16, 18. The elongated rod 20 
of the flaring means constitutes the "piston". 

Claims 1-17, 22-33 and 35-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Ehrke (WO 09/13992 Al). See the Figures where the pipe flaring tool has a multi-jawed chuck 
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31, closing means 7 for closing the jaws to clamp the pipe 2 and flaring means 13 for flaring the 
pipe end. Piston 7 and piston 9 respectively move the chuck and the flaring tool in closing and 
retracting positions. The chuck has biasing means in the form of springs (unlabeled, see Figure 
1) that facilitate opening of the jaws.
